TIM T ataat Oosjsa Horror. 


The announcement is made that the 


government proposes to order a thor- 
ough investigation of the reoent ocean 
disaster off the Mexiutn coast by which 
the Pacific Mail steamer Oolima went to 
the bottom, involving the loss of over 
180 lives. If all reports are correct, says 
the Chicago Tribune, the investigation 
cannot 'be made too quickly or too 
thoroughly. It is stated that the vessel 
struck no rock or reef as was reported 
at first. It was heavily loaded and bad 
besides a large deck load of lumber. 
Wuen'off Manxamltoastrong wind began 
blowing. The sea rase rapidly and the 
waves began washing the vessel, at last 
shifting the deck Toad, which kille-i 
several persons. It rapidly became un- 
manageable and was at last careened, 
when owing to its cargo it was unable 
to right itself and speedily went to the 
bottom. If this be true then it appears 
thst a passenger steamer founder in the 
trough of the sea simply because.it was 
loaded down like an ordinary lumber 
carrying schooner. 
ASJ steamers^ are 


constructed nowadays this could not 
have happened but for overloading and 
shifting of coal and .cargo caused by the 
sudden movements of the deck load. 


The only bright spot in this terrible 


disaster is the heroic conduct of the 
steamer's officers. Of the twenty-eight 
survivors twenty-four were passengers. 
Capt Taylor, hero to the last, stood on 
the bridge and went down with his ves- 
sel, even signalling good-bye to the pas- 
sengers. Hie first officer was with him. 
The second officer lost his life trying to 
aave passengers. The third officer was 
washed off the deck and was finally 
picked up after he had clung to 
some of the floating lumber twenty- 
four hours. The engineers and firemen 
stuck to their poets and went down 
"gentlemen unafraia," every man of 
them a hero. The stories which 
been told of naval officers and, 
meeting their death without wtrVBring 
in their ranks are paralleled in the case 
of the Colima, whose captain, staying by 
his boat at the post of duty, and chival- 
rously saluting the passengers, was us 
heroic a figure as the admiral of the 
Victoria or any of the great captains 
who have met death defiantly. The 
death of such heroes, however, is all the 
more to be regretted if it must be 
charged up to the greed of company 
owning the Colima.

the republican leaders here. Thurs- 
day the republicans issued a declara- 
tion to the effect that there was no oc- 
casion for an Increase In the tax levy, 
and censuring the governor for calling 
the assembly in special session. They 
gave estimates to show the revenue 
would be sufficient, and among other 
things figured that the new inherit 
ance tax would bring 81,000,000. 


The Illinois law Is similar to that o' 


Ohio, and as the constitutions of the 
two states are the same on the ques- 
tion of taxation, it is believed that th 
Illinois law will share the fate of th 
Ohio statute.
